Non-motorized crashes must involve a motor

States establish annual targets in the HSIP report,
beginning in August 2017 HSIP report (target for
calendar year 2018)

o Three (identical) targets are first reported in the Highway
Safety Report that is due to NHTSA on July 1.

Target must be reported for each measure (5-year
rolling average)

Targets based on calendar year

Applicable to all public roads regardless of functional
classification or ownership

No change to targets once submitted in the HSIP report

States must set a statewide target for each measure
Urbanized/non-urbanized area targets

o States can establish any number of urbanized area
targets and a single non-urbanized area target

o Must report the urbanized area boundaries
o Must evaluate and report progress for each target
o Not included in assessment of target achievement
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Safety Targets — MPOs

e
MPOs establish targets for each measure within 180 days
after the State
Two options to establish targets
o MPOs can agree to support the State DOT target; OR

o0 MPOs can establish a numerical target specific to the MPO
planning area

o For each of the five performance measures, can make a
different choice to establish a quantifiable target or agree to
support the State’s targets

Multi-state MPOs
o Establish one target for the entire metropolitan planning area;

o Agree to support the DOT targets for each State
